•ating are scheduled for blowing in if 
coke can be secured, and thus the to- 
tal demand' is greater than it was a 
Tew weeks, ago.

While the output of by-product coke 


has been increasing continuously it 
I& still well below normal, on. the 
whole, a result being that instead ot 
the by-product ovens having any cok-e 
to sell in the open market the attend- 
ant-, blast furnaces-are seeking to' buy 
coke in the market, though as a- rule 
without avail.

The finished steel markets arc ttuiet,- 


except tor urgent buying of relatively, 
small lots tor early delivers', plates 
being, easily the mirket leader. Plates 
have been done in thousand-ton lots at 
3.25c, Pittsburg, a new high price.for 
such tonnage. The urgent plate de- 
mand is due to the great need of tanks 
for 'storing oil to save production. 
The dearth of oil country goods gen- 
erally is accentuated, and speculators 
are' making fancy margins despite the 
effort of re ills to protect consumers. 


Production in the year just closed 


has' been approximately as follows: 
Pig iron, 30,500.000 tons; steel ingots, 
33,000,000 tons; finished rolled steel, 
25.000,000 tons. In each case the pro- 
duction wafi almost exactly two-thirds, 
the present capacity. Production in 
January promises to be 70 to 80 pel- 
cent of capacity while 00 per cent may 
perhaps be reached in March.
